idge’s renomination, if he wants 
it, 
but it might prevent his election. Un­ 
doubtedly the President was able 
to 
count enough delegates for his 
re­ 
nomination before he decided upon a 
veto, but if he is nominated 
for

third term, whether he

still 
hold the western and middle western 
states in the Republican column is an 
entirely different proposition. 
The way advocates of the McNary- 
Haugen Bill feel is that Mr. Coolidge 
has killed the only chance they have 
had for real relief, that he has refus­ 
ed to do for 
agriculture 
what 
he 
would nearly break his neck to do for 
big business. 
They are out to give 
him some of his own medicine. 
What the Democrats Offer 
Immediately after the 
President’s 
veto message reached 
the 
Capitol, 
Chairman William A. Oldfield of the 
Democratic 
National 
Congressional 
Committee, issued 
a statement 
in 
which he invited Republican support­ 
ers of the MoNary-Haugen Bill 
to 
join with the Democrats in passing a 
tariff revision bill which would 
re­ 
lieve the farmers of unjust discrimi­ 
nation. 
Mr. Oldfield said: 
“The President’s veto of the farm 
relief bill surprises no one, 
but 
it 
will be a 
great 
disappointment to 
millions of people. 
Whether the pro­ 
posed legislation would have relieved 
the farmer, we now, due to the action 
of the President, may never know. At 


least, the legislation was 
what 
the 
representatives of the farmers them­ 
selves asked and I feel we should 
at 
least have given it a trial. 
“It should not escape notice 
that 
the President has always been ready 
and eager to give special legislative 
favors to tariff barons and other spe­ 
cial interests, no matter 
what they 
demanded.

SOYBEANS FOR HAY URGES 
COUNTY AGENT RENNER 


“Soybeans of the 
proper 
variety 
will make a lot of hay of the finest 
quality for dairy cattle’’, said County 
Agent Renner at a recent meeting at 
Kelso in the Peter Compas Hardware 
Store. 
H. G. Schmitz representative 
of the De Laval Separator Company 
urged the use of plenty of legumine- 
ous hay for dairy cattle and above all 
things separate the milk 
in a good 
separator. 
Twenty-five 
men 
were 
present and received a lot of valuable 
information on the use and care of a 
separator and the methods of produc­ 
ing leguminous hay. 
Mr. 
Renner 
suggested 
planting 
sweet clover only 
on 
well 
drained 
sweet soil while 
soybeans 
can 
be 
grown on soil not so well 
irrigated 
and not having as much lime. Virgin­ 
ia and Laredo were suggested to 
be 
used as hay beans while the Wilson 
Midwest, Morse and Mammoth 
Yel­ 
low were to be used in com fields for 
pasture. 


Brood Chicks on New Ground 
It is not too early, or too 
late to 
built brooder houses or to move the 
brooder house to fresh ground away 
from where the old chickens run. The 
raising of young stock on fresh range 
where plenty of green feed is avail­ 
able is highly recommended by 
the 
County Agent Renner. 
Such an en­ 
vironment not only tends to keep the 
chicks free of intestinal parasites, but 
the green feed provides nutrients and 
serves as a tonic 
in 
keeping 
the 
chicks in good condition. 
A sod 
of 
either alfalfa, clover 
or 
bluegrass 
makes an 
excellent 
range 
for the 
young stock. 
In case either of these 
is not accessible, one should seed the 
runs to some other 
suitable 
crop. 
Merely plowing the 
ground around 
the old brooder house will not pro­ 
tect the chicks as well as if they were 
raised on fresh ground, since 
intes­ 
tinal worm eggs and coccidial organ­ 
isms live for more than one season in 
the soil. 
The droppings of the older 
chickens and from 
infected 
chicks 
cannot be turned under 
entirely 
in 
plowing the soil. 
The way to avoid 
these handicaps is to move the brood- 
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ing quarters 
to 
fresh ground. 
The 
chicks will grow faster and will 
de­ 
velop more uniformly. 
Brooder houses that 
have 
been 
permanently constructed on posts 
of 
concrete can be pried up and placed 
on runners and moved. 
It is less ex­ 
pensive than to have many of 
the 
chicks stunted and others to die as a 
result of trying to raise them on con­ 
taminated soil. 
New brooder houses should be port­ 
able and built 1x12 feet so as to ac­ 
commodate 350 to 500 chicks. 
This 
size of house built on runners can be 
moved and will care for 
as 
many 
chicks as should be started 
in 
one 
flock. 
The house must be ventilated pro­ 
perly if the chicks are to develop in­ 
to strong thrifty fowls. It should be 
covered either with shingles or 
pre­ 
pared roofing 
material. 
Galvanized 
tin should never 
be 
used 
to cover 
chicken houses 
of 
any 
description. 
The floors and walls of the 
brooder 
house 
should 
be 
constructed 
of 
matched lumber that fits closely 
in 
order to make the 
house dry 
and 
wrarm.

But yesterday the 
body closed its doors here and will

in

When congress moved to Baltimore 
Town in December because Philadel­ 
phia was in danger of capture by the 
British army, its members were ac­ 
cused in some 
quarters 
of 
placing 
their personal safety above the pub­ 
lic interest. This charge soon appear­ 
ed to be most unjust, and it is now 
again disproven by the determination 
of the delegates to get back to Phil­ 
adelphia at a time when that city is 
again in danger. 
The safety of

day’s debate about the move.

The Community School bill, known 
as the State Superintendent’s bill, for 
which was substituted a compromise 
on Education, 
met 
hard 
sledding 
when it came up in the House for en­ 
grossment on Tuesday and it was de­ 
feated by a vote of 44 to 87. 
It con­ 
templated a county board of educa­ 
tion and the making of 
larger 
dis­ 
tricts in the counties than those now 
in existence. 
It was an elective mea­ 
sure which could be adopted wherever 
desired by a vote of the people. Op­ 
position came from 
the 
cities 
and 
richer counties of the state. 
It 
was 
designed to give more state 
aid 
to 
the poorer districts which had voted 
their constitutional limit in taxes for 
school purposes but which still lack­ 
ed 
sufficient 
funds 
for an eight 
‘months’ school. 


The Senate has passed a bill 
by 
Senator Snodgrass directing the tax 
commission to burn the

was brought up by Ben 
Adams 
of 
Benton, who asked “What is the best 
kind of soybeans for my farm ?” Mr. 
Renner referred him 
to 
Ned 
Mat­ 
thews, who has a 
farm 
of similar 
ytpe to that of Mr. Adams, and who 
has produced 15 bushels 
of 
Laredo 
soybeans per acre. 


Mr. Neely, who lives six miles east 
of

A Career of Contradictions 
/T 'H E career of Capt. John Phillips 
*s a pirate was a short one— It 
ia«ted only nine months— but it was 
one filled with many queer contradic- 
*tons. 
A* carpenter by trade, Phillips 
sailed from England for Newfound­ 
land in 1723 In a ship that was cap­ 
tured by the noted pirate leader. Cap­ 
tain 
Anstls 
in his 
ship the Good 
fortune. Anstls forced Phillips to be­ 
come his ship’s carpenter. 
After leaving Anstls Phillips worked 
for a w hile lu a cod fishery ln New­ 
foundland. 
Then one night, he with 
four others, stole a vessel from Petei 
harbor and sailed away, with Phillips 
as 
captain. 
Articles 
of 
agreement 
were drawn up among the crew which 
he soon collected and, In the absence 
of a Bible on board the ship, these 
articles were sworn to upon a hatchet 1 
Among these articles were these two 
curious 
ones: 
"There 
shall 
be 
40 
stripes lacking one, known as Moses’ 
law, 
afflicted for striking a fellow- 
pirate" and "If at any time you meet 
with a prudent Woman, that Man that 
offers to meddle with her, without her 
Consent, shall suffer present Death." 
The pirates were successful almost 
from the start. 
They captured sev­ 
eral fishing b o a ts and in one of them 
found an ex-pirate named John Rose 
Archer, who had served his appren­ 
ticeship under the notorious Black- 
beard and who they at once promoted 
to quartermaster 
They next sailed 
to Barbados, but their luck was poor. 
At last when 
they 
were 
almost 
starving they sighted a big French 
ship, much larger and better armed 
than their vessel, but so terrified was 
the French crew when Phillip’s men 
hoisted the black flag that they sur­ 
rendered without firing a shot. 
As 
time went on and Phillips continued 
to be successful, he 
became 
even 
more 
desperate 
and 
bloodthirsty, 
often butchering his prisoners without 
any provocation. Occasionally he did

S O M E T H IN G A B O U T FISH 


When 
we 
order 
fresh 
fish 
the 
mental picture of moet housewives is 
of a fish Just out of the 
water. The average per­ 
son does not know that 
fish is fresh for months 
—twelve months to be 
exact—although most of 
it 
is sold before 
tbat 
l e n g t h o f t i m e h a s 
elapsed. 
If the house­ 
w ife wants fish which !■ 
out of the water twenty-four hours or 
so, she should ask for "green fleh," the 
correct term for freshly caught fish. 
The reason fish is fresh for so long a 
period is that it is frozen as soon as 
It Is taken from tbe fishing boats and 
decomposition stops immediately. 
It 
Is kept frozen for months at a time, 
In refrigeration plants, and shipped 
In the same state to the local market 
man. 
He It Is who defrosts the fish 
and sells It direct to the housewife. 
A s a matter of fact, this frozen fish 
is more wholesome than many of the 
“green" fish unless you are absolutely 
sure of the local flsh market. 
Green 
fish are simply packed ln Ice, but not 
frozen, and while decomposition Is 
somewhat retarded, It is not definitely 
stopped as when flsh are frozen. 
Remember, flsh is fresh and whole­ 
some for months, but is green, for only 
a few hours. 
After a frozen flsh has thawed It 
should be used at once, as decompo­ 
sition sets In at once. 
Freezing and 
thawing makes such flsh dungerous for 
health. 
Smoking flsh Is an art as well as an 
Industry. Each individual who smokes 
flsh in a small way as well as each 
manufacturer who cures on u large 
scale, has his own secret process, and 
his 
own 
formula. 
There 
are 
two 
methods—hot smoking aud cold smok­ 
ing. 
lu the hot smoking process, the 
flsh are hung close to the fire aud dur­ 
ing the few hours in which they are 
exposed to the smoke they are par­ 
tially cooked by the heat, as well as 
flavored by the smoke. 
Cold smoking 
often requires several weeks to com­ 
plete the process. 
Hard woods are 
used chiefly; soft woods contain too 
much resin which Imparts a bitter 
flavor.

Theo­ 
dore Gary, for five years chairman of 
the Missouri Highway Commission, in 
a letter to the Missouri Association, 
an organization, “For a Greater Mis­ 
souri”. 
Gary suggests in his letter 
that 
the plan which Henry Ford has 
em­ 
ployed in Michigan should 
be estab­ 
lished in Missouri. 
The letter: 


“Officers of the Missouri 
Associa­ 
tion: 
“Without thought of 
disparaging 
or interfering with any of the agen­ 
cies, official or unofficial, engaged in 
promoting the development 
of Mis­ 
souri, I wish to call your attention to 
what I conceive to be a neglected op­ 
portunity. 
“There should be a utilization 
of 
idle manpower in the towns from 500 
to 1000 population and in 
the 
sur­ 
rounding farming 
communities 
of 
Missouri. 
Neither in Europe in nor 
mal times nor 
in 
the most densely 
populated and wealthiest parts of the 
United States does this condition of 
surplus labor prevail. 
It is an abso 
lute waste, for idle power—manpow 
er or any other kind—is as irrevo 
cably lost as idle time. 
It can be utilized. This 
is not 
statement 
based 
on theory. 
Henry 
Ford has been utilizing such power 
in Michigan, with remarkable results 
by means of small factories, employ 
ing from 10 to 100 persons each, who 
live within a radius of 10 miles. They 
live at home, tend 
chores, 
do mis 
cellaneous farm work morning 
and 
evening, work eight hours a day 
in 
the factory, five 
days a week, at the 
prevailing wages paid for such labor 
elsewhere, and receive, in addition, all 
the benefits of their 
earnings 
and 
living conditions at home. 
They live 
comfortably 
and 
healthfully. 
The 
factories are reducing the cost of pro­ 
duction far below those in the great 
congested centers. 
“In innumerable communities there 
is tributary waterpower enough 
to 
be converted by means of turbine en­ 
gines into electricity sufficient to op 
erate small factories and also supply 
light and power for employes engag 
ed in the cultivation of small tracts 
of land. 
This obviates the need 
of 
work animals that so often ‘eat their 
heads off’. 
Schedules 
are 
so 
ar­ 
ranged that employes get off during 
harvesting or other periods of intense 
activity on their farms. 


A survey of 
idle 
labor in 
the 
small towns and 
agricultural 
com­ 
munities should be made. 
I believe 
that the Missouri Association, con­ 
ceived and established by the Missou­ 
ri Press Association, is in the best po­ 
sition to direct this survey. 
The sur­ 
vey should show each 
community’s 
nautral resources, adaptability 
and 
its transportation facilities as 
well 
as labor conditions. 
The matter 
of 
transportation is of utmost 
import­ 
ance. 
The state road system, serving 
each of the 514 counties and connect­ 
ing the principal centers of popula­ 
tion. is near enough 
completion 
to 
cause counties that have heretofore 
held 
off 
to begin 
construction 
of 
county systems, 
with 
neighborhood 
connections 
on every 
other section 
line. 
For a century gifted writers have 
sought to describe the advantages of 
Missouri, without 
overdrawing

picture. 
But it is not immigration or 
outside capital, in my opinion, which

second birthday, at his home in New 
York”. 
By being a. w. o. 1., this little letter 
completely changed the purport

the dispatch. 
Had it

its 
proper place, as did Mr. Root at the 
dinner table, readers of the Manches­ 
ter paper would have known that he 
was not dead. 
They would have re­ 
ceived assurance, moreover, that 
he

Indeed, if

known, it is entirely probable that the 
statesman

hearty meal in celebrating his eighty

error which caused the line to appear, 
My soul is a light housekeeper”, in­ 
dicates 
why 
poets, 
as 
a rule, die 
young. But she had no greater reason 
for 
perturbation 
than 
did 
Mark 
Twain—a report of whose death was 
also prematurely circulated, and hu 
morously denied—when the editor of 
his first published manuscript print­ 
ed the name of the author as “Mark 
Swain”. 
Not only is it necessary to 
watch one’s “p’s and q’s”, but also 
one’s 
“t’s and n”’s. 
However, it is 
fortunate for Mr. Root and for

country that mistakes in spelling, tho

LOPING away from busy Tremont 
street In the older section of Bos­ 
ton, hedged in between the city hall, 
modem skyscrapers and a movlng-plc- 
ture theater, Is a small plot of hal­ 
lowed ground dotted with time-scarred 
grave stones. 
This Is Kings Chapel burying ground, 
the first burial plot In Boston. It date* 
back to 1030. 
In It rest Mary Chilton 
Winslow, the first white woman that 
stepped on American soil when the 
Mayflower landed at Plymouth Rock; 
Capt. John Wlnthrop, the first gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts; his son, John, 
Jr., who was governor of Connecticut; 
John Davenport, who founded the city 
of New Haven; Edward 
Brumfield, 
who built the first pipe organ In Amer­ 
ica; Henry Prentice, member of the 
Boston tea party; 
Elizabeth Payne 
Heater Prynne, the heroine In Haw­ 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter," who died 
November 28. 1704. 
Many of the markers of these graves 
are simple wooden affairs which are 
renewed from time to time. 
The old­ 
est grave siene In Boston Is said to 
mark the grave of William Paddy.

lovely valley at the foot of ths 
Green mountains In the southwestern 
corner of Vermont Is the peaceful vil­ 
lage of Bennington, settled In 1761. 
Here, on August 18, 1777, when the 
British attempted to capture the sup­ 
plies housed in the continental store­ 
house, was fought the battle of Ben­ 
nington, between the British army and 
the New Hampshire militia. 
Here, atop State-Arms hall, over­ 
looking scenes of great natural heanty 
and the graves of the heroic dead, on

Self-feeding of b o w s and their Ut­ 
ters not only saves times needed for 
other farm operations, but also give« 
more satisfactory results, say animal 
husbandry 
experts 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
During tests carried on by the depart­ 
ment both sows and pigs kept In the 
self-fed lots looked better and were 
more thrifty thnn those In the hand- 
fed lots. 
When hogs of any age have con­ 
stant access to self-feeders there is 
practically no danger of their over­ 
eating, according to Farm ers’ Bulletin 
1504-F, “Self-feeding Versus Hand- 
Feeding Sows and Litters.” This Is of 
considerable Importance In the case 
of sows which are suckling their lit­ 
ters. An additional advantage of the 
self-fbeder system is the freedom from 
overcrowding at the feeders which is 
usual when hand feeding 1s practiced. 
The general plan of feeding the 
self-fed lots was to supply certain 
feeds in the self-feeders which were 
constantly accessible both to the sows 
and their pigs. The sows and pigs in 
the hand-fed lots were given twice 
dally all they would readily eat of 
identically the same feeds as were 
contained in the self-feeders for the 
self-fed lots. 
It Is advisable to raise two litters 
a year from sows more than a year 
old on farms having sufficient equip­ 
ment, thereby reducing the overhead 
expense per pig. 
Details concerning the tests are 
given in the new publication, a copy 
of which may he obtained free, as 
long as the supply lasts, upon applica­ 
tion to the Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C.

FEED FOR PROFIT 
IN FEEDING HOGS 


Breeding Ewes Require 
Best of Feed in Winter 
For their feed in the line of rough 
age, there Is nothing better or cheap­ 
er than alfalfa or clover hay, beaD 
straw and roots for sheep. 
If the 
ewes go into winter In good condition 
and have plenty of these feeds, they 
will need no grain until within a few 
weeks of lambing time. 
Even If one 
has only a fair amount of these feeds 
and gives them with corn stover and 
straw, the flock will usually do well. 
When one has not enough alfalfa, 
clover or peavlne hay or bean straw 
to supply at least one good feed a 
day, some grain should be given to 
furnish a fair amount of protein. 
The 
ewe must have a certain amount of 
this kind of feed to properly nourish 
the foetus and grow her wool. 
Oats 
are splendid for this purpose. 
Gluten 
is a very good feed to mix with si­ 
lage or with the chopped roots. 
It is very seldom with a fair-sized 
flock that all the Individuals feel well. 
Those that do not should be separated 
from the flock and be given «pedal 
care. 


Raising Sheep and Wool 
The farmer raising sheep must find 
a sale for both carcasses and wool. 
The world demands both. 
Tfce de­ 
mand for carcasses Is modified by com­ 
petition In other supplies of meat, such 
as beef, pork, etc., and Is further af­ 
fected by transportation, us to its cost, 
convenience and the provision of re­ 
frigeration. 
The demand for wool Is 
affected only by competitive supplies 
of cotton, linen or silk, as each ol 
these has its peculiar value to hu­ 
manity. 


Hogs may be fed so that only a 
small profit may be made or they may 
be given such a balanced ration that 
they will return a maximum profit. 
There Is no magic in producing the 
highest gains per pig and a resulting 
high profit. It all depends on how the 
animals are fed. 
“For example,” say« W. W. Shay, 
swine 
extension 
specialist 
at 
the 
North Carolina State college, “we may 
take two men, each of whom owns ten 
50-pound pigs. 
They feed those pigs 
through a period of 70 days. The first 
man Is of an economical trend of 
mind, so he feeds his pigs a half ra 
tlon which amounts to 1,300 pounds, 
costing, at 12 per hundred, $26. 
His 
pigs gain 100 pounds on each 275 
pounds of feed given them. This feed 
costs $6.50 and the t>lga gain a total 1 
of 478 pounds, worth, at 14 cents per 
pound. $66.22. 
Deducting the cost of 
the feed, the grower has left $40.22. 
or a profiteer pig of $4.02. 
“Now, the second man is out for the 
greatest profit that he can get out 
of his pigs. 
He full feeds his ten 
pigs with the result that during the 
70-day period they eat 2,500 pounds 
of feed, costing $52. During that time 
and with that feed they gain 800 
pounds, worth, at 14 cents per pound. 
$112. 
The second farmer thus makes 
a total profit of $00 above cost of feed, 
or a profit of $6 per pig.” 
Mr. Shay states that this greater 
profit would be received even though 
the feed consumption per hundred 
pounds gain in the case of the second 
farmer's pigs was 825 pounds, or 50 
pounds more than the first owner’s , 
pige, and the cost of 100 pounds gain 
was $6.50, which is one dollar more 
than the flr»t farmer’s cost. More feed 
might have been withheld by the first 
grower and the profit eliminated en­ 
tirely, but there would be nothing new 
In that, as Mr. Shay has found many 
farmers practicing such a system for* 
leveral years. 
Even today, after the 
value of the feeding demonstration 
has been amply proven, there are still 
men who seem to feel that It Is better 
for a hog to pay a profit of $4 in a 
given length of time than for it to pay 
k profit of $8 in the same time. It all 
depends on the feed.

partial to this method of shipping for 
several reasons. 
First, he pointed out, It brings a 
greater net return to the farmers. 
In 
1923, stockman received nearly 20 per 
cent more for stock sold through their 
association lhan from the local buy­ 
ers. 
At the same time, the co-oper­ 
atives undoubtedly raised the prices 
paid by local buyers. 
Other advantages of the co-operative 
associations that Schaars enumerated 
Included the fact that farmers are 
paid according to the quality of their 
stock. 
Shrinkage is kept at a mini­ 
mum and assembling costs have been 
reduced. 
Farmers have been kept In 
contact with the market and have as 
a result attempted to feed the type 
of stock that brings the best price at 
the packing plents. 
The average marketing cost, accord­ 
ing to Schaars. is 45 cents a hundred 
weight for cattle, 55 cents for hogs, 
and 75 cents for calves and sheep.

Marked Progress 
in Vacuum Tubes 


Broadcasting Brought Rap­ 
id Changes in Detecting, 
Amplifying Devices. 


Properly termed the heart of the 
•et, 
vacuum tubes have kept 
pace 
with 
the speedy progress made by 
the radio receiver as a whole. 
Models of detecting and amplify­ 
ing devices that appeared shortly lie- 
fore the days of broadcasting today 
would hardly be recognized as radio 
tubes. 
While the early Instruments were 
cumbersome, their delicacy required 
that they in* carefully handled. Some­ 
times they performed, but more often 
their life was short. Some of them 
contained a double filament—one to be 
used in case the other burned out. In 
additiou some did not have a base, 
merely having protruding wires to be 
soldered to the wiring of the receiver. 
Broadcasting, which really gave the 
impetus to radio to carry it to its 
present status, quickly brought rapid 
changes in the tubes 
The current 
consumption of the earlier types was 
heavy, being one ampere per tube. 
A 
three tube set then would draw as 
heavily from the storage battery as 
does the modern 12 tube outfit. 


Filament Changed. 
One of the first great changes was 
the design of a filament that would 
not require so much current. 
This 
model cut 
the consumption to one 
quarter ampere and has become the 
modern standard.

The feeding of the ewe flock during 
tbe winter months depends a great 
deal on tbe condition of the ewes at 
the beginning of winter. 
If the ewes are in good tlesh and 
in a vigorous condition, explains W. 
C. Skelley, assistant animal husband­ 
man at the New Jersey State College 
of Agriculture, leguminous roughages 
such as alfalfa, clover, oat- and peas, 
and soy bean buy, will be sufficient for 
the greater part of the pregnaucy pe­ 
riod. 
Timothy and marsh hays should 
never be fed to ewes, as they are con­ 
stipating and may cat: >e losses. 
An­ 
other objection to timothy hay is that 
the heads get Into ilie wool, making 
it hard to shear and lowering its m ar­ 
ket 
price. 
Where 
corn 
stalks 
are 
j available they may be added to the 
legume hay, as they give good results 
and also cut down costs. 
Roots and 
silage if available may be added to 
the ration In moderate amounts, but 
care ghould be taken to s^e that they 
are not frozen, moldy, or sour, for 
they may cause abortion. 
If the ewes are In poor condition 
at the beginning of winter, a small 
amount of grain should be added to 
their ration. 
A good mixture is two 
parts o f oats, one part of corn, and 
one part of bran, fed In amounts of 
about half pound to each nwe a day. 
One of the problems of the sheep 
owner Is to have his ewes give enough 
milk for the lamb. 
Frequently, when 
ewes have been fed the entire winter 
on 
roughage, 
they 
have 
no 
milk. 
This difficulty can he overcome, how­ 
ever, by light grain feeding, beginning 
four to six weeks before the ewes are 
due to lamb. 
Two parts of oats and 
one part of bran m ake an excellent 
mixture fed at about the rate of half 
a pound to each ewe a day. 
Another point to keep In mind about 
the ewes is to see that they get plenty 
of exercise, since this Insures stronger 
and healthier lambs, and ttie ewes will 
have less trouble In delivery. 
To get 
them to take exercise a good plan is, 
on bright clear days, to scatter some 
of their roughage in the field and al­ 
low them to feed In the open. 
On 
wet stormy days they should be kept 
Inside, as their fleece will get wet and 
colds or pneumonia may result. 


Success in Hog Raising 
Depends on Management 
Farm ers In all parts of tbe country 
In recent years have undertaken to 
some extent the business of hog grow­ 
ing, says the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
For many years 
farmers, particularly in the principal 
corn-growing states, have recognized 
that hog raising Is one of the quickest 
and surest ways to market ih e lr crops 
Success In this enterprise depends 
In large measure upon proper manage­ 
ment and suituble equipment, accord­ 
ing to Farm ers' Bulletin 1490-F, "Hog- 
Lot Equipment.” just Issued by the de­ 
partment. 
Defective fences, say the authors, 
are responsible for considerable an­ 
noyance, disagreement tqnong neigh­ 
bors, damage to gardens and crops, 
and often for the appearance of dis­ 
ease. 
The average farm fence is more 
often unsatisfactory because of faulty 
construction than on Hccount of un­ 
suitable materials. 
Woven wire ia re­ 
garded by the department aa the most 
practical hog-tlght fence. 
The dura­ 
bility of this type of fence, says the 
bulletin, depends largely upon how se­ 
curely the corner posts are set.

100 pounds 
of tankage saved tV>7 pounds of corn 
In feeding young pigs and 100 pounds 
of tankage saved 506 pounds of corn 
worth 1hi cents per pound or 70 cents 
per bushel, and tankage at $70 per 
ton or 3.5 cents per pound, $3.60 worth 
of tankage saved $0.21 to the case of 
the older pigs and $7.58 In the case 
of almost loo per cent on the Invest­ 
ment in tankage.

in sev eral way s to aid nav igators of 
the sea and air, and is now being 
adapted to ru llroads as a means of 
control and as a safety dev ice. 
It is 
also fou nd of great benefit In trans­ 
mitting 
time 
signals 
practically 
throu ghou t the world, which enables 
scientists and ex plorers to establish 
accu rately points on the su rface of 
the earth. 
Its u se In peace Is general, 
and Its u se in war inclu des many ap­ 
plications besides for commu nication, 
which the military and nav al au thori­ 
ties will not rev eal or discu ss. 
Althou gh many practical u ses hav e 
been fou nd fi r radio, there are many 
possibilities which only the far-sighted 
scientists can predict and only the 
skilled and ex perienced engineers can 
carry ou t. 


Audio Amplificatio n 
Intensely Dev elo ped 
The modern au dio amplify ing sy s­ 
tem Is one branch of the radio set 
which has been u nder intense dev el­ 
opment. 
There are three major au dio 
sy stems 
In 
u se 
today . 
These 
are 
transformer, resistance and Impedance 
amplifiers. 
Which Is the best is a 
m atter of conjectu re, and engineers 
will nev er agree in this matter. 
Howev er, au dio reprodu ction is a 
m atter of taste, and the ty pe of am ­ 
plifier that one likes best Is Ju dged 
pu rely by ear. 
It is a good practice 
to hear the v ariou s amplifiers before 
bu ilding one. 
At one time It was generally accept­ 
ed that the resistance amplifier was 
su perior to all other forms, bu t trans­ 
former engineers got bu sy and the re­ 
su lt is that a large majority of ex ­ 
perts prefer the modern transform er 
sy stem. 
The new transform ers do not 
hav e the limitations of the old. 
Most 
of the new 
transform ers reprodu ce 
ov er the entire scale withou t fav oring

particu lar band. 
The capacity 
has been kept at a minimu m, and the 
transform er iron which is u sed today 
does not satu rate as did prev iou s m a­ 
terial. 


If one has an old au dio amplifier 
it wou ld pay him to equ ip or hav e the 
set equ ipped with modern transform ­ 
ers or other au dio sy stems.

What the Democrats Offer

which he invited Republican support 
ers of the McNary-Haugen Bill 
to 
join with the Democrats in passing a 
tariff revision bill which would

“The President’s veto of the farm 
relief bill surprises no one,

disappointment to 
millions of people.

SOYBEANS FOR HAY URGES 
COUNTY AGENT RENNER 


“Soybeans of the 
proper 
variety 
will make a lot of hay of the finest 
quality for dairy cattle”, said County 
Agent Renner at a recent meeting at 
Kelso in the Peter Compas Hardware 
Store. 
H. G. Schmitz representative 
of the De Laval Separator Company 
urged the use of plenty of legumine- 
ous hay for dairy cattle and above all 
things separate the milk 
in a good 
separator. 
Twenty-five 
men 
were 
present and received a lot of valuable 
information on the use and care of a 
separator and the methods of produc­ 
ing leguminous hay. 
Mr. 
Renner 
suggested 
planting 
sweet clover only 
on 
well 
drained 
sweet soil while 
soybeans 
can 
be 
grown on soil not so well 
irrigated 
and not having as much lime. Virgin­ 
ia and Laredo were suggested to 
be 
used as hay beans while the Wilson 
Midwest, Morse and Mammoth 
Yel­ 
low were to be used in corn fields for 
pasture. 


Brood Chicks on New Ground 
It is not too early, or too 
late to 
built brooder houses or to move the 
brooder house to fresh ground away 
from where the old chickens run. The 
raising of young stock on fresh range 
where plenty of green feed is avail­ 
able is highly recommended by 
the 
County Agent Renner. 
Such an en­ 
vironment not only tends to keep the 
chicks free of intestinal parasites, but 
the green feed provides nutrients and 
serves as a tonic 
in 
keeping 
the 
chicks in good condition. 
A sod 
of 
either alfalfa, clover 
or 
bluegrass 
makes an 
excellent 
range 
for the 
young stock. 
In case either of these 
is not accessible, one should seed the 
runs to some other 
suitable 
crop. 
Merely plowing the 
ground around 
the old brooder house will not pro­ 
tect the chicks as well as if they were 
raised on fresh ground, since 
intes­ 
tinal worm eggs and coccidial organ­ 
isms live for more than one season in 
the soil. 
The droppings of the older 
chickens and from 
infected 
chicks 
cannot be turned under 
entirely 
in 
plowing the soil. 
The way to avoid 
these handicaps is to move the brood­ 


ing quarters 
to 
fresh ground. 
The 
chicks will grow faster and will 
de­ 
velop more uniformly. 
Brooder houses that 
have 
been 
permanently constructed on posts 
of 
concrete can be pried up and placed 
on runners and moved 
It is less ex­ 
pensive than to have many of 
the 
chicks stunted and others to die as a 
result of trying to rnive them on con­ 
taminated soil. 
New brooder house should be port­ 
able and built 1x12 feet so as to ac­ 
commodate 350 to 500 
chicks. 
This 
size of house built on runners can be 
moved and will care for 
as 
many 
chicks as should be started 
in 
one 
flock. 
The house must be ventilated pro­ 
perly if the chicks are to develop in­ 
to strong thrifty fowls. It should be 
covered either with shingles or 
pre­ 
pared roofing 
material. 
Galvanized 
tin should never 
be 
used 
to cover 
chicken houses 
of 
any 
description. 
The floors and walls of ihe 
brooder 
house 
should 
be 
< «instructed 
of 
matched lumber that fits closely 
in 
order to make the 
house dry 
and 
warm.

I’hiladelphia, advised 
the

here to remain here for the present, 
or to move to Lancaster, Pa., if they 
could endure 
Baltimore 
no 
longer. 
This advice was based upon inform a­ 
tion from General Washington 
that 
the British army is about to advance 
upon Philadelphia. Rut yesterday the 
body closed its doors here and will 
next assemble 
in 
Philadelphia 
on 
March 5. 
When congress moved to Baltimore j 
Town in December because Philadel­ 
phia was in danger of capture by the 
British army, its members were ac­ 
cused in some 
quarters 
of 
placing 
their personal safety above the pub­ 
lic interest. This charge soon appear­ 
ed to be most unjust, and it 
is 
now 
again disproven by the determination 
of the delegates to get back to Phil­ 
adelphia at a time when that city is 
again in danger. 
The safety of

members had little part 
in 
yester­ 
day’s debate about the move. 
The argum ent 
against 
returning 
was that the move could not be made 
without holding up 
the 
Continent’s 
business for some days, and against 
this consideration it 
was

WIN AT ANY COST 
OR PLAY THE GAME? 


High school athletics were design- j 
ed to build up and develop the stud- j 
ent physically and to promote char-1 
acter through the cultivation of 
the j 
‘spirit of good sportsmanship. And as 
long as high school sport remains up­ 
on such a basis, the 
students 
who 
participate will benefit immeasurab­ 
ly. 
Unfortunately, however, 
there 
has been a marked tendency 
in 
the 
high schools of Southeast Missouri to 
forget the primary purpose of 
high 
school sports and to strive only 
to 
win. 
There are 
several 
towns 
in 
Southeast Missouri that 
have 
been 
particularly guilty in this respect and 
that desire to win has caused them to 
go to the exterme of attem pting 
to 
influence 
and 
intimidate 
officials 
handling their games in order to as­ 
sure them of victory. 
We 
do 
not 
think that the officials of the schools 
are themselves directly and solely re­ 
sponsible for this state of affairs. In 
several cases, the fans of the towns 
will not support a losing team 
and 
will not put up with a coach, 
whose 
team fails to get a lion’s share of the 
victories. 
In such towns, pressure is 
put to bear on the coach, he is 
told 
to produce or to get out. Consequent­ 
ly. he secures officials that he knows 
will give a heedful ear to the instruc­ 
tions of the fans from the side lines 
and will fail to see certain little vio­ 
lations of the rules that he makes his 
team proficient in breaking. 
The re­ 
sult naturally enough 
is 
that 
the 
visiting team never 
gets 
an 
even 
break and frequently is out and out 
robbed of a deserved victory. 
High 
school students are still in the form ­ 
ative state of mind and 
the 
lessons 
that they learn in athletic 
competi­ 
tion often form an integral part 
of 
their character in after life. 
With a 
coa<%. w’ho does not teach sportsm an­ 
ship—the observance of the rules 
of 
the game—the fair treatm ent of the 
opponent—the fact that victory is not 
all essential but that the game should 
be played for the 
game’s 
sake— the 
quiet acceptance of the official’s 
de­ 
cision without protest—students 
are 
apt to get the wrong attitude towards 
sports and towards life. 
And, where 
the fans continually razz the officials, 
howl at every decision that does not 
favor their team, this idea is likely to 
be increased. 
There was too much of this attitude 
in many of our schools this past year 
and it was reflected in the continual 
bickering of schools over officials to 
work 
their 
contests. 
One 
school 
would not tolerate one official; anoth­ 
er refused to play under another of­ 
ficial and the result 
frequently 
led 
to the employing as a last resort 
of 
officials 
unsatisfactory 
to 
both 
schools. 
Coaches rarely seek to get the of­ 
ficial’s viewpoint. 
It is- the 
excep­ 
tional official who will let partiality 
to to one school effect his officiating. 
In the majority of cases he has no in­ 


terest whatsoever in the outcome 
of 
the contest except in seeing that the 
team that was the better at that par­ 
ticular time wins fairly and squarely. 
The official is only 
human. 
He 
is 
prone to err on occasions, hut in nine 
times out of ten, he calls them as he 
sees without any discrimination 
in 
favor of either team. 
And that is as 
it should he. 
This past year, the high schools of 
Southeast Missouri with a few 
ex­ 
ceptions, joint'd the State league and 
are supposed to abide by certain reg­ 
ulations of that league. 
This league 
we believe to be an excellent 
thing 
and we think its worth 
will 
grow 
each year. 
Supplementary to 
that 
league, we think there should he an 
association composed of the best of­ 
ficial.- of the section. 
These officials 
should he under the control of a gov­ 
erning board composed of 
members 
of the league and the officials organi­ 
zation. 
This board should take 
the 
schedules of each school and appoint 
an official to conduct each contest on 
that schedule. 
In this manner, 
the 
coaches of the schools would be 
de­ 
prived of the necessity of getting of­ 
ficials to meet the fans approval, the 
officials 
w’ould 
he 
relieved 
of the 
tem ptation to favor the school which 
hired them and things 
would 
work 
out much more harmoniously in gen­ 
eral. 
This idea is just a suggestion, but 
we believe that it could and should be 
taken up by the officials and coaches 
of the schools 
of 
the 
section and 
worked out in detail. 
If high school athletics are worth 
having, they are worth preserving on 
a high plane and we believe that pub­ 
lic sentiment against the 
prevalent. 
“Win 
at 
any 
cost plan” must 
be 
aroused and the sportsmanlike 
a tti­ 
tude of “Play the game to win, but 
play it fair”, substituted.

Night and Saturday sessions are the 
order from now on in 
the 
General 
Assembly in the effort to clear up the 
calendar which has become 
longer 
than the criminal code. 
The 
House 
calendar at times looks almost hope- 
less, but after the fish and game bills 
are all disposed of there may be 
a 
ray of light ahead. 


The Community School bill, known 
as the State Superintendent’s bill, for 
which was substituted a compromise 
on Education, 
met 
hard 
sledding 
when it came up in the House for en­ 
grossment on Tuesday and it was de­ 
feated by a vote of 44 to 87. 
It con­ 
templated a county bonrd of educa­ 
tion and the making of 
larger 
dis­ 
tricts in the counties than those now 
in existence. 
It was an elective mea­ 
sure which could be adopted wherever 
desired by a vote of the people. Op­ 
position came from 
the 
cities 
and 
richer counties of the state. 
It 
was 
designed to give more state 
aid 
tc 
the poorer districts which had voted 
their constitutional limit in taxes for 
school purposes but which still lack­ 
ed 
sufficient 
funds 
for an eight 
months’ school. 


The Bales bill 
which would 
have 
put a stop to the practice of filling 
the ticket by a county committee af­ 
ter the prim ary and 
compelling 
all 
candidates to file in the primary, met 
defeat when it came up for final pass­ 
age. failing to muster 
the required 
78 votes. 


The bill prohibiting the fraudulent 
m anufacture and sale 
of 
anti-hog 
cholera serum or hog cholera virus, or 
other products purporting to prevent 
relieve or cure hog cholera, was pass­ 
ed on Tuesday. 


One of the farm association 
bills, 
which will prohibit the 
coloring 
of 
oleomargarine, was 
passed 
by 
the 
House on Monday. 


By amending the section prescrib­ 
ing school holidays 
Armistice 
day 
was added to the list in a bill passed 
Monday. 


Two Senate 
bills 
providing 
for 
court commissioners in the Courts of 
Appeals at Kansas City and St. Louis 
were substituted for House bills call­ 
ing for the same 
thing 
and 
were 
passed by the House on Tuesday. 


The Senate medical bill which was 
aimed at the "diploma 
mills" 
was 
passed by the House on Tuesday, a f­ 
ter adding 
an 
amendment 
which 
would exempt graduates of 
medical 
schools recognized by 
the 
state 
as 
standard before July 1, 1925. 


The Senate has passed the bill pro­ 
viding for the erection of a building 
within the penitentiary walls to se­ 
gregate the more hardened criminals, 
of which there are said to he nbout 
300. 


The Senate has passed a bill 
by 
Senator Snodgrass directing the tax 
commission to burn the 
returns 
of 
individuals, partnerships and corpor­ 
ations after five years. 


Senator Gordon’s bill providing for 
the establishment of refuges for birds 
and game upon private premises was 
passed by the Senate Wednesday. 


The Senate Committee 
on 
Roads j 
and Highways has recommended for 
passage the bill providing 
for 
the 
erection of an office building on 
the 
Capitol grounds to house 
the 
State 
Highway Commission, which 
has ov­ 
erflowed the offices in the State Cap­ 
itol. 


before the vote on 
engrossing 
the ’ 
bill. 
It was defeated in roll call by a 
vote of 60 aye* to 77 noes. , 


A Statute Revision Commission is 
provided for by a Committee Substi­ 
tute for three House bills on the sub­ 
ject. 
A fter a half day of discussion 
and tarrying numerous amendments 
the bill was finally engrossed. 
Four 
members are provided, two from the 
Senate and two from the House, and 
the Comnrwision will 
be bi-partisan.

divided into the division of the State 
Fair, Markets, Animal Industry and 
Agricultural Activities. 
The Depart­ 
ment of Conservation and

ment has the divisions of Geology and 
Mines, Game and Fish, and Forestry. 
Under Taxation the divisions provide 
for the Budget. Property, 
and Tax 
Collection. 
Under the Department 
of Health 
are the subdivisions of Vital 
Statis­ 
tics, Sanitation, 
and 
Registration. 
The Department of Industry and La­ 
bor provides for divisions 
of Indus­

Development, Taxation, 
Revenue and Disbursement, 
Health, 
Industry and Labor, Trade and Com­ 
merce Public Welfare, Highways and 
the Military department. 
These de­ 
partments are under the direct super­ 
vision of directors and commission­ 
ers.

A Career of Contradictions 


r P H K career of t’npt. John Phillips 
•*• »s 
h pirate was a short one— It 
la*ted only nine months— but It was 
one filled with many queer contradic­ 
tion*. 
A* carpenter by trade, Phillips 
sailed from England for Newfound­ 
land In 1723 In a ship that was cap­ 
tured by the noted pirate leader, Cap­ 
tain 
Anstls In his 
ship the Good 
fortune. Anstls forced Phillips to be­ 
come his ship's carpenter. 
After leaving Anstls Phillips worked 
for a while lu u cod fishery in New­ 
foundland. 
Then one night, he with 
four others, stole a vessel from Petei 
harbor and sailed nway, with Phillips 
as 
captain. 
Articles 
of 
agreement 
were drawn up among the crew- which 
he soon collected and, In the absence 
of a Bible on board the ship, these 
articles were sworn to uj>on a hatchet 1 
Among these articles were these two 
curious 
on es: 
“There 
shall 
be 
40 
stripes lacking one, known as M oses’ 
law, afflicted for striking a fellow- 
pirate” and "If at any time you meet 
with a prudent Woman, that Man that 
offers to meddle with her. without her 
Consent, shall suffer present I>eath.” 
The pirates were successful a 1 m o a t 
from the start. 
They captured sev­ 
eral fishing boats and In one of them 
found an ex-pirate tiamed John Hose 
Archer, who had served his appren­ 
ticeship under the notorious Black- 
heard and who they at once promoted 
to quarterm aster. 
They next sailed 
to Barbados, but their luck was poor. 
At last when 
they 
were 
almost 
starving they sighted a big French 
ship, much larger and better armed 
than their vessel, but so terrified was 
the French crew when Phillip’s men 
hoisted the black flag that they sur­ 
rendered without firing a shot. 
As 
time went on and Phillips continued 
to l>e successful, he 
became 
even 
more 
desperate 
and 
bloodthirsty, 
often butchering his prisoners without 
any provocation. Occasionally he did 
have a “qualm of conscience come 
athwart his stom ach,” as one chron­ 
icler quaintly record* It, and on one 
occasion 
when 
he 
had captured 
a 
Newfoundland vessel and prepared to 
scuttle 
It, 
he 
desisted 
because 
he 
found that It 
belonged 
to 
a 
Mr. 
Minors. 
Phillips had stolen his first 
vessel froii 
Minors. 
“ We have done 
him enough injury already,” he said 
and returned the ship to Its owner. 
Although this pirate captured no less 
than 80 sh ip s and a vast amount of 
loot in the nine months of his career. 
It ended In di-aster at last. His crew 
mutinied in April. 1724. off the coast 
of Newfoundland, where his first 
of pi.acy had t*een committed, seized 
Phillips and threw him overboard.

SOMETHING ABOUT FISH 


When 
we 
order 
fresh 
Ash 
the 
mental picture of most housewives Is 
of s fish Just out of the 
water. 
The average per­ 
son does not know that 
fish is fresh for mouths 
—twelve months to be 
exact—although most of 
It 
Is 
sold 
before 
that 
l e n g t h o f t t u i e h a s 
elapsed. 
If the 
house­ 
wife w ants fish which la 
out of the water twenty-four hours or 
so. she should ask for “green fish,” the 
correct term for freshly caught fish. 
The reason fish Is fresh for so long a 
period Is that It Is frozen as soon us 
It Is taken from the fishing boats and 
decomposition stops immediately. 
It ; 
Is kept frozen for months at a time, j 
In refrigeration plants, and shipped i 
In the sam e state to the local market 
man. 
He It is who defrosts the fish 
and sells It direct to the housewife. 
As a m atter of fact, this frozen fish ! 
is more wholesome than many of the 
“green" fish unless you are absolutely 
sure of the local fish market. 
Green 
fish nre simply packed In Ice, but not 
frozen, 
and 
while decomposition Is 
somewhat retarded, It Is not definitely 
stopped as when fish are frozen. 
Remember, fish Is fresh and whole­ 
some for months, but Is green, for only 
a few hours. 
After a frozen fish has thawed It 
should be used at once, as decompo­ 
sition sets In at once. 
Freezing aud 
thawing m akes such fish dungerous for j 
health. 
Smoking fish Is an art us well as an 
Industry. Each Individual who smokes 
fish in a sm all way as well as each 
m anufacturer who cures on u large 
scale. Iiuh his own secret process, and 
his 
own 
form ula. 
There 
are 
two 
methods— hot smoking and cold smok 
lug. 
lu the hot smoking process, the 
fish are huug close to the fire and dur­ 
ing the few hours In which they are 
exposed to the sinoke they are par- 
tlully cooked by the heat, us well as 
flavored by the smoke. 
Cold smoking 
often requires several weeks to com 
plete the process. 
Hard woods are

what I conceive to he a neglected op­ 
portunity. 
There should he a utilization 
of 
idie manpower in the towas from 500 
to 1000 population and in 
the 
sur­ 
rounding farm ing 
communities 
of 
Missouri. 
Neither in Europe in nor­ 
mal times nor 
in 
the most densely 
populated and wealthiest parts of the 
United States does this condition of 
surplus labor prevail. 
It is an abso­ 
lute waste, for idle power—manpow­ 
er or any other kind—is as irrevo­ 
cably lost as idle time. 
"It can he utilized. This 
is not 
a 
statem ent 
based 
on theory. 
Henry 
Ford has been utilizing such power 
in Michigan, with remarkable results, 
by means of small factories, employ­ 
ing from 10 to 100 persons each, who 
live within a radius of 10 miles. Thev 
live at home, tend 
chores, 
do mis­ 
cellaneous farm work morning 
and 
evening, work eight hours a day

Twain—-a report of whose death was 
also prematurely circulated, and hu 
morously denied—when the editor of 
his first published manuscript print 
ed the name of the author as "Mark 
Swain”.

300 
employes in each house created 
by

Self-feeding of smvs and their lit­ 
ters not only saves times needed for 
other farm operations, but also glvea 
more satisfactory results, say animal

experts

During tests carried on by the depart­ 
ment both sows and pigs kept in the 
self-fed lots looked l>etter and were 
more thrifty thnu those In the hand 
fed lots. 
When hogs of any age have con­ 
stant access to self feeders there Is 
practically no danger of their over­ 
eating, according to Farmers’ Bulletin 
1504-F, “Self-feeding Versus Hand- 
Feeding Sows and Utters.” This Is of 
considerable Importance In the case 
of sows which are suckling their lit­ 
ters. An additional advantage of the 
self fheder system Is the freedom from 
overcrowding at the feeders which Is 
usual when hnnd feeding Is practiced. 
The general plan of feeding the 
self-fed lots was to supply certain 
feeds In the self-feeders which wore 
constantly accessible both to the sows 
and their pigs. The sows and pigs In 
the hand fed lots were given twice 
dally all they would readily eat of 
identically the same feeds as were 
contained in the self-feeders for the 
self-fed lots. 
It Is advisable to raise two Utters 
a year from sows more than a year 
old on farms having sufficient equip­ 
ment, thereby reducing the overhead 
expense per pig.

Sheaf oats could be much 
aore widely used than they are.

e overfed. 
Sweet clover pasture supplies both 
ood and cheap feed.

FEED FOR PROFIT 
IN FEEDING HOGS 


Breeding Ewes Require 
Best of Feed in Winter 
For their feed in the line of rough­ 
age, there is nothing better or cheap­ 
er than alfalfa or clover hay, bean 
straw and roots for sheep. 
If the 
ewes go Into winter In good condition 
and have plenty of these feeds, they 
will ne*-d no grain until within a few 
weeks of lambing Mine. 
Even If one 
has only a fair amount of these feeds 
and gives them with corn stover and 
straw, the flock will usually do well. 
When one has not enough alfalfa, 
clover or peuvlne hay or bean straw 
to supply at least one good feed a 
day, some grain should he given to 
furnish a fair amount of protein. 
The 
ewe must have a certain amount of 
this kind of 
to properly nourish 
the foetus ami grow her wool. 
Oats 
are splendid for this purpose. 
Gluten 
is a very good feed to mix with si­ 
lage or with the chopped roots. 
It Is very seldom with h fair sized 
flock that all the individuals feel well. 
Those that do not should he separated 
from the flock and he given special 
care 


Raising Sheep and Wool 
The farmer raising sheep must find 
a sale for both carcasses and wool 
The world demands both. 
The de 
mand for carcasses is modified by com­ 
petition in other supplies of meat, such 
as beef, pork, etc., and Is further at 
fected by transportation, as to Its cost, 
convenience and the provision of re 
frlgeration. 
The demand for wool Is 
affected only by competitive supplies 
of cotton, linen or silk, as each of 
these has Its peculiar value to hu 
inanity 


Hogs may be fed so that only a 
small profit may be made or they may 
be given such a balanced ration that 
they will return a maximum profit. 
There Is no magic In producing the 
highest gains per pig and a resulting 
high profit. It all depends on how the 
animals are fed. 
"For example,” says W. W. Shay, 
swine 
extension 
specialist 
at 
the 
North Carolina State college, "we may 
take two men, each of whom owns ten 
60-pound pigs. 
They feed those pigs 
through a period of 70 days. The first 
man is of an economical trend of 
mind, so he feeds his pigs a half ra­ 
tion which amounts to 1,300 pounds, 
costing, at $2 per hundred, $26. 
His 
pigs gain 100 pounds on each 276 
pounds of feed given them. This feed 
costs $6.50 and the fcigs gain a total 
of 478 pounds, worth, at 14 cents per 
pound. $66.22. 
Deducting the cost of 
the feed, the grower has left $40.22. 
or a profit per pig of $4.02. 
“Now, the second man Is out for the 
greatest profit that he can get out 
of his pigs. 
He full feeds his ten 
pigs with the result that during the 
70-day period they eat 2.500 pounds 
of feed, costing $52. 
During that time 
and with that feed they gain 800 
pounds, worth, at 14 cents per pound. 
$112. 
The second farm er thus makes 
a total profit of $60 above cost of feed, 
or a profit of $0 per pig.” 
Mr. Shay states that this greater 
profit would be received even though 
the feed consumption 
per hundred 
pounds gain In the case of the second 
farm er's pigs was 825 pounds, or 50 
pounds more than the first owner’s 
pige, and the cost of 100 pounds gain 
was $6.60, which Is one dollar more 
than the first farm er's cost. More feed 
might have been withheld by the first 
grower and the profit eliminated en­ 
tirely, but there would be nothing new* 
In that, as Mr. Shay has found many 
farmers practicing such a system for 
leveral years. 
Even today, after the 
value of the feeding demonstration 
has been amply proven, there are still 
men who seem to feel that it Is better 
for a hog to pay a profit of $4 in a 
given length of time than for It to pay 
k profit of $8 In the same time. It ull 
depends on the feed.

First, he pointed out, it brings a 
greater net return to the farmers.

Marked Progress 
in Vacuum Tubes 


Broadcasting Brought R ap­ 
id Changes in Detecting, 
Amplifying Devices. 


Properly termed the heart of the 
set 
vacuum tubes have kept 
pace 
with the speedy progress made by 
the radio receiver as a whole. 
Models of detecting and amplify­ 
ing devices that apj>eared shortly be 
fore the days of broadcasting today 
would hardly be recognized as radio 
tubes. 
While the early Instruments were 
cumbersome, their delicacy required 
that they he carefully handled. Some­ 
times they performed, but more often 
their life was short. Some of them 
contained a double filament— one to be 
used In case the other burned out. In 
addition gome did not have a base, 
merely having protruding wires to be 
soldered to the wiring of the receiver. 
Broadcasting, which really gave the 
Impetus to radio to carry It to Its 
present status, quickly brought rapid 
changes In the tubes 
The current 
consumption of the earlier types was 
heavy, being one ampere per tube. 
A 
three tube set then would draw as 
heavily from the storage battery as 
does the modern 12 tube outfit. 
Filament Changed. 
One of the first great changes was 
the design of a filament that would 
not require so mueh current. 
This 
model cut the consumption to one 
quarter ampere and has become the 
modern standard.

In the design of the filament other 
improvements were Incorporated, such

FEEDS FOR EWES 
DURING WINTER 


The feeding of the ewe flock during 
the winter months depends a great 
deal on the condition of the ewes at 
the beginning of winter. 
If the ew*>s art* in good flesh and 
In a vigorous condition, explains W. 
C. Hkelley, assistant animal husband 
man at the New .Jersey state College 
of Agriculture, leguminous roughages 
such as alfalfa, clover, oat* and peas, 
and s*»y l»ean buy. will be sufficient for 
the greater part of the pr«*gnaucy pe 
rlod. 
Timothy and marsh hay* should 
never l»e fe<! to ewes, us they are con­ 
stipating and may cat e loss**«. 
An­ 
other objection to timothy hay 1« that 
the head* get Into the wool, making 
It hard to shear and lowering Its mar­ 
ket 
price. 
Where corn 
stalks 
are 
available they may be added to the 
legume hay. as they give go«»d results 
and also cut down costs. 
Hoots and 
silage If avullable may he added to 
the ration In mo«lerate amounts, but 
care should be taken to s«-e that they 
are not frozen, moldy, «»r sour, for 
they may cause abortion. 
If the ewes are in poor condition 
at the beginning of winter, a small 
amount of grain should he added to 
their ration. 
A good mixture Is two 
parts of oats, one part of corn, and 
one part of bran, fed In amounts of 
about half pound to each ewe a day. 
One of the problems of the sheep 
owner Is ?o h ave his ewes give enough 
milk for the lamb. 
Frequently, when 
ewes have been fed the entire winter 
on 
roughage, 
they 
have no 
milk. 
This difficulty can be overcome, how 
ever, by light grain feeding, beginning 
four to six weeks before the ewes ars 
due to lamb. 
Two parts of oats and 
one part of bran make an excellent 
mixture fed at about the rate of half 
a pound to each ewe h day. 
Another point to keep in mind about 
the ewes is to see that they get plenty 
of exercise, since this Insures stronger 
and healthier lambs, and the ew es will 
have less trouble In delivery. 
To get 
them to take exercise a g«>od plan Is. 
on bright clear days, to scatter some 
of their roughage In the field and al 
low them to feed In the open. 
On 
wet stormy days they should be kept 
Inside, as their fleece will get wet and 
colds or pneumonia may result.

stood or mastered. 
Engineers Are Puzzled. 
Most engineers admit t h a t we know 
little about what happens In the ether 
after a message leaves the station 
until It Is received at another point, 
and In this held alone considerable 
research must he carried out. 
only 
a stiort time ago several congressmen 
Indulged In a vigorous debate over 
what “ether' was. and as a result the 
word, usually u*ed to describe the 
media through which radio waves are 


sent, was left out of proposed legisla­ 
tion, since the congressmen could not 
agree on what It was. 
Among a few of the other mysterle* 
of radio which still withstand the ef­ 
forts of science are the effects of the 
Aurora 
Borealis and sun spots on 
radio and the cause of the so-called 
dead spots, where reeepllou of prae- 
tlcally any type of radio waves seems 
Impossible. 
Radio for Many Uses. 
The adaptation of rudlo has been 
applied to many practical uses besides 
ordinary communcatlon.

throughout the world, which enables 
scientists and explorers to establish 
accurately points on the surface of 
the earth. 
Its use in peace Is general, 
and Its use In wur Includes many ap­ 
plications besides for communication, 
which the military and naval authori­ 
ties will not reveal or discuss. 
Although many practical uses have 
been found for radio, there are many 
possibilities which only the far-sighted 
scientists can predict and only the 
skilled and experienced engineers can 
carry out.

transformer, resistance and Impedance 
amplifiers. 
Which 1» the best is a 
matter of conjecture, and engineers 
will never agree In this matter. 
However, audio reproduction Is a 
matter of tuste, and the type of am­ 
plifier tlmt one likes best Is Judged 
purely by ear. 
It Is a good practice 
to hear the various amplifiers before 
building one. 
At one time It was generally accept­ 
ed that the resistance amplifier was 
superior to all other forma, but trans­ 
former engineers got busy and the re- 
ult is that a large majority of ex­ 
perts prefer the modern transformer 
system. 
The new transformers do not 
have the limitations of the old.

of the new transformers reproduce 
over tiic entire scale without favoring

particular hand.
